Fourteen parallel workshops, of six two-hour sessions each, will hear and react 
to the presentations by distinguished young activists and by notable practitioners 
and academicians, Papers will involve analysis of issues and suggest concrete 
program possibilities for our empowerment growing out of the analysis,
